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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed January 26, 2006 have been fully considered but they 
are not persuasive. 

The Applicant argues that the Spear reference does not read on the subject 
limitations because each of the Spear BTS's are connected to more than one BSC, 
whereas the claimed invention calls for an orphaned BTS. The Examiner respectfully 
disagrees. The System determines whether the first link is no longer the preferred link, 
such as when the link has gone down, then changes to the second link. When system 
determines the link has gone down, the base station reads on the claimed orphaned. 

The Applicant argues the combination of Spear and Hess fails to disclose a BTS 
maintaining a prioritized list of BSCs that are predetermined to be acceptable to the 
BTS for connection. The Examiner respectfully disagrees. The Hess referent is only 
relied upon to teach the list. Spear is relied upon to teach the use of an alternate BSC. 
When modifying Spear with Hess, it would have been obvious to a person of ordinary 
skill in the art to use the alternate resources taught by Spear instead of the BTSs 
disclosed by Hess. 

The Applicant argues the Hendershot reference fails to disclose waiting a 
random amount of time before transmitting between the BTS and the BSC. The 
Hendershot reference is relied upon only to disclose waiting a random amount of time; 
the combination of Spear and Hess is relied upon to disclose the transmission between 
a BTS and a BSC. 
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The Applicant argues Logsdon fails to disclose a BTS sending a message to 
BSC's on a prioritized list stored in the BTS. The Examiner respectfully submits that the 
combination of Spear and Hess discloses the sending of a message between a BSC 
and a BTS; the Logsdon reference is relied upon to teach the broadcasting of a 
message to multiple stations. 

The Applicant makes similar arguments with respect to the remainder of the 
claims, however, for the same reasons outlined above, the Examiner respectfully 
disagrees.
